GOVERNOR JOHNSON 
I 
MUCH IMPROVED

Rochester, Minn.—It was stated at 
i :30 this morning by the house phy­ 
sicians at St. Mary’s hospital that 
ivernor Johnson’s condition was 
inch improved. Governor Johnson 
ssed a restless night but every hope 
is entertained for his recovery if he 
should get through the next twelve 
tours without a sinking spell. 


Rochester, Minn., Sept. 16.—Atter y 
critical evening and early morning 
during which the pendulum of lift 
vacillated between hope and despair 
Governor John A. Johnson lies at St 
Mary’s hospital in such a conditiox 
that the entrance of a meager un 
favorable factor may precipitate th* 
end against which the state’s chiel 
executive has been fighting so gal 
lantly since the operation perform eci 
by the Doctors Mayo to remove intes 
final adhesions. 
The latest returns from the hospital 
however, are th at the governor ha; 
taken a turn for the better, for the 
plLsent at least having successful!, 
withstood what appeared to be tin 
first crisis of the shock following the 
operation. 
It was believed that sleep woulc 


soon be induced which would’give tht 
patient 
a 
chance 
to 
recoup 
hit 
strength. 
The forepart of the night was mosi 
uncertain, frequent sinking spells, ac 
companied by none too encouraging 
pulse 
and 
temperature 
readings 
alarming the house physician to such 
an extent that Dr. W. J. Mayo was 
called from his home to the hospital 
Early this morning, however, the gov 
ernor had weathered several sharp at 
tacks and while enduring excruciat 
in? pain, was able to catch occasional 
bits of sleep. 
Returns from the hospital a t and 
after midnight wrere that, the Doctors 
Mayo expect the governor to survive 
the nigh*. 
The real crisis will be 
reached today sometime, it is expect 
cd, and if he survives it, the chances 
of 
recovery 
will 
be 
materially 
strengthened. 
Danger will still be 
imminent, however, for four or five 
days. 
What gives the greatest hope Is the 
statement made by Dr. W. J. Mayo 
to Frank A. Day, the governor’s sec 
retary, in St. Paul, in which the phy­ 
sician expressed the belief th at Gov 
ernor Johnson will recover. 
Mrs. Johnson occupied a room ad 
joining that of the patient, and al­ 
though several sinking spells were ex 
perienced, she was not called because 
of them. 
In order to aid the governor in bat­ 
tling the periods of depression, stim u­ 
lants were administered freely and the 
physicians expressed great satisfac­ 
tion over the quick rallies which fol­ 
lowed. 


Matthew Henson Gives an Account of 
the Eventful Journey He Made With 
Peary to the Top of the World—The 
Only Other Civilized Man, Accord­ 
ing to Peary, Who Ever Reached 
the North Pole. 


Battle Harbor. Labrador by Wire­ 
less via Cape Ray, N. F., Sept. 16.— 
We hoisted the Star® and Stripes 
twice at the North Pole,” said Mat­ 
thew Henson, Commander Robert E. 
Peary's colored lieutenant, and the 
only other civilized man, according 
to Peary, who ever reached the pole. 
Henson gave an account of the one 
night and two days lit and Comman­ 
der Peary and four Eskimos camped 
at 90 degrees north lattitude. Hen­ 
son personally assisted in raising the 
American flag and he led the Eski­ 
mos in the cheers and en extra cheer 
for Old Glory in the Eskimo tongue. 
"Having spent eighteen years with 
Commander Peary, and a considerable 
portion of that time in the Arctics,” 
said Henson, "I have acquired a 
knowledge of the dialect of the North­ 
ern Greenland Eskimos, who probably 
are superior to any other. As is com­ 
monly known to travelers in the Far 
North, 
the 
Eskimo 
entertains 
a 
strange prejudice toward any tongue 
but one, and it is therefore necessary 
for successful dealings with them to 
study their unwritten language. 
Six Persons at the Pole. 
"We arrived at the pole before noon, 
April 6, the party consisting of the 
commander, 
myself/—fear 
Eskimos 
and thirty-six dogs, divided into two 
detachments equal in number and 
headed respectively by Commander 
Peary and myself. 
We had left the 
last supporting party at S7 degrees, 
Vi minutes, where we separated from 
Captain 
Bartlett, 
who 
was 
photo­ 
graphed by the commander. 
Captain 
Bartlett regretted that he did not have 
a British flag to erect on the Ice at 
this spot, so that the photograph 
might show this as the farthest noith* 
to which the banner of Britain had 
been advanced. 
"I lep t a personal diary during this 
historic dash across the ice field. Our 
first task on reaching the pole was to 
build two igloos, as the weather was 
hazy and prevented taking accurate 
observations to confirm the distance 
traveled from Cape Columbia. 
Hav­ 
ing completed the snow houses, we 
had dinner, which included tea made 
on our alcohol stove, and then retired 
to rest, thus sleeping one night at the 
North Pole. 
Hoisted the Ensigns. 
“The Arctic sun was shining when 
I awoke, and found the commander al­ 
ready 
up. 
There 
was 
only 
wind 
enough to blow out the small flags. 
The ensigns were hoisted toward noon 
from tent poles and tied with fish 
lines. 
“We had figured out the distance 
pretty closely and did not go beyond 
the pole. 
The flags were up about 
midday April 7 and were not moved 
until late that evening. The haze had 
cleared away early, but we wanted 
some hours to make observations. We 
made three close together. 
“When we first raised the American 
flag its position was behind the igloos, 
which according to our initial obser­ 
vations was the position et the pole, 
but on taking subsequent observations 
the Stars and Stripes was moved and 
placed 150 yards west of the first po­ 
sition, the difference in the observa­ 
tions being due perhaps to the mov­ 
ing ice. 
“When the flag was placed, Com­ 
mander Peary exclaimed In English: 
‘We will plant the Stars and Stripes 
at the North Pole.’ 
Eskimos Gave Three Cheers, 
“In the native language I proposed 
three cheers, which were given in the 
Eskimos’ 
own 
tongue. 
Commander 
Peary shook hands all around and 
we had a more liberal dinner than 
usual, each man eating as much as he 
pleased. The Eskimos danced about 
and showed great pleasure that the 
pole at last was reached. 
For years 
the Eskimos had been trying to reach 
that spot, but It was always with 
them 
‘tiquelgh,’ 
whieh 
translated 
means ‘Got so far and no closer.’ They 
exclaimed in a chorus, ‘Ting Neigh 
Tlmah Ketisher,” meaning ‘We have 
got there at last.’ ” 
Henson, who reached the farthest 
north with Peary three years ago, said 
that conditions were about the same 
at the pole as elsewhere In the Arc­ 
tic circle. All was a, solid sea of ice

The arrest 
was made not far from the house 
where the two murdered children 
lived. The man in custody is Michele 
Rizzo, and it said that some time ago 
he boarded at the Preceplo home. The 
clue was secured from little Fanny In- 
fusino, the surviving victim of the 
tragedy, at the hospital. Her confi­ 
dence was won by Mrs. W. C. Gray, 
the woman who first discovered the 
plight of the children Monday morn­ 
ing, and the girl did not hesitate to 
give to her the information which she 
had withheld from the authorities. 
The authorities are very reticent 
about giving out the details of the ar­ 
rest. Further than to say that they 
have the man named by the Infusino 
child, they are silent. They have not 
examined him at any great length 
and it is not believed that he will be 
taken before the Infusino child for 
identification for a day or two.

BILL OF HEALTH 


President Tat! Exonerates Sec­ 


retary Ballinger. 


Utica, N. Y., Sept. 16.—President 
Taft has given Secretary of the In­ 
terior Ballinger a clean bill of health 
in the entire Ballinger-Plnchot dis­ 
pute. In the m atter of the Cunning­ 
ham coal claims In Alaska Ballinger 
is absolved from all suspicion of 
wrongdoing and L. R. Clavis, chief of 
the field division of the general land 
office, 
who 
prepared 
the 
charges 
against the secretary of the interior, 
is ordered dismissed from the service. 
In the m atter of the general policy 
to be observed in the conservation of 
natural resources, the president, with­ 
out naming the chief forester, over­ 
rules all of hl3 contentions, which 
were the policies of Roosevelt, and 
puts his seal of approval on Hie later 
methods of Secretary Ballinger. 
This latter was the issue of prime 
importance in which Secretary Ballin­ 
ger and Mr. Pinchot differed, the ques 
lion being whether the law with re­ 
gard to public lands shall be strictly 
construed or loosely. 
In the latter in­ 
stance to the advantage of the public 
and against the water-power trust, 
even to the extent of going a little be­ 
yond the verbatim dictate of the stat­ 
ute if necessary. 
Upon this point the 
president says—and. the sentence con­ 


tains the int at of his long decision on 
the much disputed question: 
"In my judgment he is the best 
friend of conservation of natural re­ 
sources who insists that every step 
taken in that direction should be with­ 
in the law and witnessed by legal au­ 
thority. Insistence upon this is not 
inconsistent with a whole-hearted and 
bonafide interest and enthusiasm in 
favor 
of 
the 
conservation 
policy. 
From my conference with you and 
from everything which I know in re­ 
spect to the conduct of your depart­ 
ment, I am able to say that you are 
fully in sympathy with the attitude of 
the administration in favor of the 
conservation of natural resources.” 
And therefore insofar as the Boose- 
veU-Pinchot policies do not conform 
to this doctrine, the Roosevelt policies 
are to be abandoned by the T a ft ada- 
ministration in the conservation of 
natural resources. 


Apollo Bolvidoro. 
The celebrated statue, Apollo Belvi­ 
dere. is supposed to be from the chisel 
of the Greek sculptor Calamls, who 
flourished in the fifth century B. C. 
It is called the Belvidere from the 
Belvidere gallery of the Vatican, in 
Rome, where it stands.

covered in 1503 among the ruins of 
Antium, and was purchased by Pope 
Julius II.

Technical Subjects Discussed in Chi­ 
cago Convention. 
Chicago, Sept. 16.—Two great divi­ 
sions of banking activity, the trust 
company and the clearing house, oc­ 
cupied the attention of the delegates 
to the convention of the American 
Bankers’ association here. 
Before the trust company section, 
which was welcomed to Chicago by 
E. A. Potter, president of the Ameri­ 
can Trust and 
Savings bank, the 
principal 
address 
was 
voiced 
by 
Daniel S. Remsen of the New York 
bar, author of a treatise on the law 
of decedent estates, who spoke on the 
“Post 
Mortem 
Administration 
of 
Wealth.” 
The safety of the estate, he de­ 
clared, was the first consideration and 
for that reason argued that the in­ 
tegrity and business ability of an 
executor, whether an individual or a 
trust company, was of the greatest Im­ 
portance. 
Strong endorsement of gold as the 
only safe reserve fund for a bank was 
the burden of the annual address of 
E. C. McDougal, president of the clear­ 
ing house section. 
Much of the pro­ 
gramme of the day was technical and 
the clearing house section members 
discussed methods of accomplishing 
the work in different sections of the 
country. A symposium of the views 
of the clearing house examiners in the 
cities which conduct clearing house 
bank examinations, closed the session 
of the section. 
At the close of the session of the 
trust company section H. P. McIntosh 
of Cleveland was elected president of 
the section, and Oliver C. Fuller of 
Milwaukee was elected first vice pres­ 
ident.

Julius 
Tripp and Mrs. Jacob Silvers of New 
York are dead as the result of a pistol 
and knife battle betw een the two wo­ 
men in Mrs. T ripp’s apartm ents in 
this city. 
Mrs. Silvers is a sister-in- 
law of Mrs. Tripp. 
It is said her hus­ 
band left her about th ree m onths ago. 
Mrs. Tripp is the wife of a superin­ 
tendent of a m anufacturing firm. 
T here were ten bullet wounds and 
one cut on the body of Mrs. Tripp, 
while Mrs. Silvers had a bullet wound 
in the chest and several knife slashes. 
Only one revolver was found in the 
apartm ents and eight em pty shells 
and two cartridges w ere found, show- 
ing th at the revolver was emptied and 
reloaded 
during the 
struggle. 
The 
furnishings of the apartm ents were in 
disorder and in every room there wer s 
evidences of the desperate struggle 
waged between the two women. 
Mrs. Tripp was fully dressed, but 
Mrs. Silvers was in h er night gown. 
Mrs. Silvers had been staying at the 
T ripp home for about a month and 
th e two women are said to have had 
frequent quarrels, principally over the 
division of the household duties. 
It 
had been Mrs. Silvers’ custom to take 
a nap in the afternoon and it is evi­ 
dent th at she had prepared for this a* 
usual. 
The appearance alm ost sim ultan­ 
eously of the two women at different 
entrances 
to 
the 
apartm ent, 
each 
scream ing for help and the knife 
wounds suffered by both has led the 
police to advance the theory th at 
there was a third person in the trag ­ 
edy instead of its being simply a b at­ 
tle betw een the two women or a m ur­ 
der and suicide. 
The theory that Mrs. 
Silvers or Mrs. Tripp attem pted to 
com m it suicide and that the other wo­ 
m an tried to prevent it was also ad­ 
vanced. 
One strange feature of the tragedy 
is th at no one heard any shots. 
The 
appeals for help were heard, but no 
one m ade any attem pt to enter the 
apartm ents until after the police had 
been called. 
• Mrs. Tripp was found dead when 
the house was entered. 
She had ten 
bullet wounds and one knife wound 
in her body. 
Mrs. Silvers died at a 
hospital later. 
Before she died she 
recovered consciousness and made the 
statem ent that she had killed Mrs. 
Tripp and then com m itted suicide The 
police were unable to get a full and 
connected statem ent from Mrs. Sil­ 
vers, as she repeatedly became un­ 
conscious while being questioned and 
died before making a complete state­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Silvers had a bullet wound in 
her chest and another in her fore­ 
head. 
It was at first thought the 
wound in her forehead was made with 
a knife, but later it was found th at a 
bullet had glanced off her frontal 
bone. 


Three End T h e ir Lives. 
M inneapolis, Sept. 16.—The bodies 
of three persons who committed sui- 
jcide lie in the m orgue here. 
Mrs. 
Anna L. 
Clark shot herself while 
Despondent; Colby W are ended his 
life with gas because of unrequited 
love, and the body of Thomas Holt 
was found under a sidewalk, he hav­ 
ing com m itted suicide some days ago 
with carbolic acid.

Would Not Talk Business at His Arden 
Homo and Offered 
Insistent Inter­ 
viewer* a Glass of M ilk— One of Rail­ 
road Men’s Favorite Stories. 


In the famous Insurance investiga­ 
tion in New York it cnnie out that 
much of the money used by the late 
Edw ard II. H arrim an in his railroad 
fights came from insurance companies. 
Jam es Hazen Hyde, vice president of 
the Equitable Life A ssurance society, 
appeared to be som ew hat flattered by 
Mr. H arriinan’s attentions. Later at a 
directors’ meeting Mr. H yde made a 
speech accusing H arrim an and friends 
of trying to kick him out and to get 
control of the society and its $400,000,- 
OOO assets. 
It was then that, white 
nnd speechless, H arrim an sat back in 
his chair and gave forth sounds which 
those nearest to him said later ap­ 
peared to boil out Iii one continuous 
torrent. His resignation as a trustee 
of tile society followed. 


"Not Yet, but Soon.” 
Before the A rm strong committee he 
told how on a certain night he had 
been kept at the M etropolitan club on 
one pretense or another w hile the deal 
for the control of the Equitable society 
w as being put through. 
H e said that 
upon hearing th at Thom as F. Ryan had 
purchased control of the society he 
w ent to the new ow ner and demanded 
a half interest, which w as refused. In 
his testim ony he explained that as far 
as Ryan was concerned any effort lie 
(H arrim an) could m ake would be de­ 
voted to the destruction of an unwor­ 
thy object. When asked by Mr. Hughes 
w hether he had taken any step to ac­ 
complish this the answ er came: 
‘‘Not yet, but soon.” 
There was no m istaking the empha­ 
sis, and the words becam e a classic in 
W all street history. 


Harrim an and Odall. 
Charles E. Hughes w hen conducting 
the 
insurance 
investigation 
probed 
deeply into the intim ate friendship of 
Mr. H arrim an and form er Governor of 
New York Benjam in B. Odell, and Mr. 
H arrim an got off a now fam iliar joke. 
“It has been charged,” Mr. Hughes 
said, “th at through your relations with 
Mr. Odell you have political influence. 
W hat have you to say to th at?” 
“W ell,” came the reply, “I should 
say th a t Governor Odell had political 
influence because of his relations with 
me.” 
When Harrim an Dancad. 
In W all street there are afloat plen­ 
ty of anecdotes illustrating the per­ 
sonality of the man in later years. 
W henever the im penetrable reserve of 
the financier is m entioned the story is 
invariably told of the only time on 
record when H arrim an ever showed 
any anim ation in public. 
It was iu 
th e fall of 1903, when th e great Lucin 
cutoff, a pet project of H arrim an’s, 
w as completed at Salt Lake City. 
On 
this 
occasion 
Mr. 
H arrim an 
danced. A t the close of the ceremonies 
Mr. H arrim an, who had been grave 
and dignified throughout, entered bis 
private car to leave the scene. 
The 
hand struck up “Y'ankee Doodle.” 
A 
fain t smile daw ned on the H arrim an 
features and began to spread. 
Pres­ 
ently he began to balance gracefully, 
and soon, in the mldr,t of a circle of 
prom inent railroad officials, he was 
doing the highland fling In the most 
abandoned style. 
Suddenly the band 
stopped playing, and Mr. H arrim an 
gravely sat down. 


Gave Reporter M ilk, Not News. 
A t his home a t Arden, N. Y., Mr. 
H arrim an would not discuss business 
m atters. 
He said to a reporter who 
sought him there: 
“I left all my business vexations be­ 
hind in New York city. 
This Arden 
to me is the Arden of ‘As You Like 
It,’ * * * a retreat from the world's 
w orries. 
H ere I seek to free myself 
from all business cares and worries, 
and so far I have been successful. 
My guests here are m ade to under­ 
stand th at they are m ost welcome if 
they abstain from talking shop. Aud 
so, my dear young man, you are most 
welcome to my table, b u t not to a 
financial interview. 
By the way, do 
you like milk? If you do I think you 
m ight like a glass from one of ray 
dairies.” 


One of Harrim an’s Stories. 
In declaring th at we m ust be care­ 
ful not to legislate too harshly against 
the country’s vested interests or the 
prosperity of those interests and w ith 
it the country’s prosperity Mr. H arri­ 
m an illustrated his m eaning with a 
story. 
“There w as a schoolteacher,” 
he said, “who exclaim ed im patiently 
one afternoon: 
“ ‘Johnny Jones, w hat are you fum ­ 
bling w ith there?’ 
“Johnny hung his head and was si­ 
lent. 
But the telltale of the class 
spoke up: 
“ ‘I t’s a pin lie’s got, m a’am.’ 
“ ‘Well, take it from him,’ said the 
teacher, ‘and bring It to me.’ 
“This was done, and then, In a mol­ 
lified voice, the teacher said: 
“ ‘Now, Johnny Jones, get up and 
recite your history lesson.* 
“But Johnny did 
not obey. 
H e 
blushed, hung his head and sat still. 
Then he said: 
• 
“ ‘I can’t, ma'am. 
T h at there pin 
you took is w hat holds my trousers 
on!’ ”
